Protest   Against   Soap   Rationing. — The 

anchester  Branch  of  the  Independent 
radars'  Alliance  has  protested  vigorously 

ainst  the  recent  change  in  procedure  for 

ap  distribution,  which  was  stated  to  be 
lacing  more  work  on  an  already  severely 
arassed  section  of  the  community. 

Australian  Vaccine  for  Britain. — It  is 
nderstood  that  large  quantities  of  influenza 
irus  vaccine  are  being  sent  from  Melbourne 
Britain  from  Australia's  serum  labora- 

ries  at  the  urgent  request  of  British  health 
uthorities.  The  aim  is  to  build  up  stocks 
f  vaccine  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

Dublin  Christmas  Trade. — Christmas 
usiness  has  been  brisk  in  many  Dublin 
'harmacies,  all  of  which  carried  good  sup- 
'lies  of  gift  sets,  coffrets,  perfumes,  and 
ther  seasonable  lines.  Many  of  the  window 
isplays  in  the  centre  of  theecity  were  up  to 

high  standard  of  excellence. 

Empire  Chambers  of  Commerce  Report. — 
k.  report  has  been  issued  on  a  conference 
f  the  Federation  of  Chambers  of  Com- 
aerce  of  the   British   Empire,   held  in 


London  in  October.  Application  for  copies

Insulin  Shortage  Predicted. — An  acute 
shortage  of  insulin  during  the  next  twelve 
years  is  foretold  by  Dr.  Best  (co-discoverer 
with  Dr.  Banting  of  insulin)  in  a  message 
from  Guelph,  Ontario,  Canada.  Dr.  Best 
pointed  to  a  steep  rise  in  the  use  of  insulin, 
and  said  there  was  no  longer  an  "endless 
source"  of  pancreas. 

Anglo-Belgian  Industrial  Conversations.— 

On  January  14,  1946,  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries  is  to  meet  a  delegation 
from  the  Central  Industrial  Committee  of 
Belgium,  under  the  leadership  of  its  presi- 
dent (M.  Van  der  Rest).  M.  Rest  will  be 
accompanied  by  MM.  Delbaere  (president, 
Flemish  Economic  Union)  and  Gerard 
(director  of  the  Industrial  Committee) .  The 
delegation  will  include  representatives  of  the 
chemical  industry.  The  discussions  will  be 
the  first  between  Belgian  and  British 
industrialists  since  the  war. 
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Business  Century. — Mr.  William  Heap, 
M.P.S.,  F.B.O.A.,  chemist  and  optician, 
48  Manchester  Road,  Burnley,  Lanes, 
announces  that' his  business,  started  by  the 
late  Mr.  B.  Cowgill,  has  now  completed  loo 
years'  continuous  service. 

Eire  Students'  Debates. — The  first  of  a 
series  of  debates  for  Dublin  students  is  to 
be  held,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Repre- 
sentative Council  of  Registered  Pharma- 
ceutical Students  of  Ireland,  at  67  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  at  8.30  p.m.  on 
January  8,  1946.  Mr.  J.  K.  Whelehan 
(president  of  the  Society)  will  deliver  an 
address,  and  a  debate  will  follow  on  issues 
raised  in  his  address.  The  debate  is  to  be 
open  to  all  students,  and  the  promoters 
hope  it  will  receive  their  full  support. 

Corfield  Memorial. — A  letter  inviting 
contributions  to  a  memorial  fund  to  the 
late  Mr.  C.  E.  Corfield  has  been  sent  out 
over  the  signatures  of  the  president,  chair- 
man, immediate  past-chairman  and  joint 
secretaries  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  It  is  hoped  to  raise  at  least 
^500  for  the  purpose,  and  a  maximum 
limit  originally  suggested  for  donations  is 
considered  no  longer  appropriate.  Con- 
tributions should  be  sent  to  the  treasurer, 
Corfield  Memorial  Fund,  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.i. 

Scientific  Workers'  Film  Show. — There 
was  a  large  attendance  at  a  scientific  sound 
film  show  held  at  Bexleyheath  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Association  of  Scientific 
Workers  on  December  12.  The  programme 
included  an  Army  educational  film  showing 
the  discovery,  manufacture  and  use  of 
DDT  in  peace  and  war.  The  importance  of 
radio  research  was  demonstrated  b}^  means 
of  a  film  explaining  the  construction  and 
use  of  the  cathode-ray  oscillograph,  which 
played  such  an  important  r  le  in  radioloca- 
tion. Another  film  showed  the  manufacture 
of  many  types  of  glassware. 

Selling -Medicine  on  Street. — At  Strabane, 
CO.  Tyrone,  on  December  13,  Robert 
McDowell  and  his  wife,  Brompton  Park, 
Belfast,  were  each  fined  5s.,  with  ^2  17s. 
costs,  for  selling  by  retail  on  the  street, 
contrary  to  the  Medicines,  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  substances  recommended  as 
medicine.  The  prosecution  was  stated  to  be 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  co.  T5'-rone,  and  the 
second  in  Northern  Ireland.  Evidence  was 
given  that  the  defendants  sold  certain  medi- 
cines to  a  crowd  at  Strabane  fair.  Both 
addressed  the  crowd  and  recommended  the 
articles  as  medicines. 


Progress  in  Sterilisation. — Speaking  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  Branch  of  the  Society  on 
December  13,  Mr.  J.  B.  Lloyd  (chief  phar- 
macist, Salford  Royal  Hospital),  in  an 
address  on  "Sterilisation  Technique,"  said 
that  when  he  started  in  hospital  pharmacy, 
sterile  preparations  were  practically  non- 
existent. Today,  medical  treatment  was 
principally  confined  to  sterile  preparations. 
The  speaker  described  processes  of  sterilisa- 
tion used  in  the  hospital',  difficulties  he  had 
had  to  contend  with,  and  methods  by 
which  they  Jiave  been  overcome  ;  he  showed 
apparatus  for  the  preparation  of  double- 
distilled  water,  ampoule-filling  apparatus, 
Sykes'  filters,  an  autoclave,  etc.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  Brindle 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin. 

Ulster  Associates'  Section. — The  Associ- 
ates' Section  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association  met  in  Belfast  on  November  29, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd  in  the  chair,  when  twelve 
new  associates  were  elected  on  the  proposal 
of  Mr.  J.  R.  Guiler,  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  B. 
Williamson.  Office-bearers  were  elected  as 
follows:  Chairman,  Mr.  M.  D.  Moore; 
Vice-chairman,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Barr ;  Secretary, 
Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble.  There  were  three 
co-options,  as  follows:  Ph.C,  Mr.  J. 
Anderson ;  apprentice,  Mr.  R.  Duke ; 
hospital  representative,  Mr.  J.  Coulter. 
Mr.  Moore  congratulated  Mr.  Boyd  on  his 
successful  work  for  the  Section  during  his 
year  in  office,  and  wished  him  every  suc- 
cess in  his  new  sphere ;  Mr.  Boyd  suitably 
replied.  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble  suggested  form- 
ing a  social  subcommittee,  and  it  was 
decided  to  invite  those  interested  to  attend 
a  meeting.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Into  the  New  Year 

May  I  add  a  New  Year  greeting  to  the 
imany  which  you  are  pubhshing  in  the 
'present  issue?  The  year  will  bring  us 
Iproblems  to  be  shared  with  other  citizens ; 
it  will  also  bring  us  problems  specific  for  our 
respective  vocations.  Some  problems  of  the 
first  of  these  types  are  admittedly  grave. 
iYet  my  reading  of  daily,  weekly  and  monthly 
ipublications  gives  me  the  impression  that 
several  publicists — anxious,  perhaps,  to 
show  how  well-informed  they  are — over- 
stress  the  difficulties  of  finding  our  way  back 
Ito  prosperity.  Caution  is  one  thing :  pessi- 
imism  is  another.  In  problems  of  the  second 
:type  our  own  activities  have  a  more  obvious 
bearing  on  the  outcome.  The  ending  of  the 
war  has  made  some  difference  in  the  tempo 
|of  the  events  that  necessarily  follow  it, 
a  tempo  provisionally  arranged  long  in 
advance  by  the  late  Government.  As 
instances  I  may  refer  to  demobilisation  and 
to  the  prospective  introduction  of  a  National 
Health  Service.  At  the  time  of  writing  the 
effect  of  the  latest  arrangements  for  release 
irom  the  Forces  is  not  entirely  clear  in  its 
application  to  the  drug  and  chemical 
industries  and  the  practice  of  pharmacy : 
employers  and  ex-Service  men  and  women 
will,  of  course,  watch  the  situation  and  take 
such  steps  as  are  possible.  On  the  question 
of  a  National  Health  Service  a  statement 
has  lately  been  issued  on  behalf  of  the 
medical  profession  laying  down  seven  prin- 
ciples regarded  by  the  profession  as  essen- 
tial. These  principles  are  in  effect  a 
reiteration  of  those  formulated  by  the 
British  Medical  Association  in  a  pamphlet 
published  in  1938.  Their  appearance  at  this 
juncture  suggests  the  desirability  of  obtain- 
ing a  pronouncement  on  behalf  of  pharmacy. 

Quaint  Theories 

An  entertaining  article  might  be  based  on 
a  selection  from  theories  built  on  insufficient 
foundations,  in  past  ages,  by  medical 
authors.  It  is  amusing,  though  rather 
pathetic,  to  find  men  of  education  exploring 
what  may  be  called  blind  alleys,  and  failing 
to  notice  obvious  discrepancies  between 
observed  facts  and  inferred  laws  of  nature. 
As  an  instance  we  may  consider  the  case 
of  Nicholas  Robinson,  M.D.  (Rheims), 
L.R.C.P.  The  account  of  him  in  the  Diction- 
ary of  National  Biography  includes  the 
severe  verdict  that  he  has  left  "scarcely  an 
observation  of  permanent  value."  Robin- 
son's own  conception  of  his  role  as  a  medical 
author  was  very  different.  In  1725  he  issued 


a  book  with  the  title  "A  New  Theory  of 
Physick  and  Diseases,  Founded  on  the 
Principles  of  the  Newtonian  Philosophy"; 
and  his  exposition  of  its  purpose  was  both 
candid  and  confident.  After  quoting  from 
Richard  Mead,  to  whom  the  work  was 
dedicated,  he  wrote;  "I  have,  therefore, 
endeavour'd  to  unravel  the  Mysteries  of 
Nature,  and  account  for  the  Phamomena  of 
Health  and  Diseases,  from  the  Mechanism 
of  the  Parts,  and  the  most  evident  Laws  of 
Nature,  emprov'd  by  Experiments  .  .  . 
However,  if  this  System  of  Physick  and 
Diseases  should  happen  to  prove  but  a 
Castle  in  the  Air  (a  Fate  not  uncommon  to 
much  greater  Writers)  I  have  taken  all 
possible  Care,  that  the  whole  Building 
should  appear  all  of  a  Piece,  and  hang 
together  without  the  Assistance  of  either 
Buttresses  or  Props  to  support  it." 

Hardened  into  Dogmatism 

As  he  grew  older,  Robinson  grew  more 
opinionated,  and  eventually  hardened  into 
dogmatism.  A  book  dedicated  to  Sir  Hans 
Sloane  in  1729  laid  renewed  emphasis  on 
the  author's  originality;  it  was  called  "A 
New  System  of  the  Spleen,  Vapours,  and 
Hypochondriack  Melancholy  .  .  ."  His 
ambition  had  become  far-reaching:  "I  am 
perswaded,  that  a  Person,  of  the  meanest 
Capacity,  will  with  Pleasure  be  able  to  read 
the  strong  Lines,  I  have  drawn  of  this 
immaterial,  unchangeable,  and  .  immortal 
Part,  the  Soul."  Twenty-seven  years  later 
came  "A  Treatise  on  the  Virtues  and 
Efficacy  of  a  Crust  of  Bread,  Eat  early  in  a 
Morning  Fasting.  .  .  ."  Robinson  had  a 
faith  almost  amounting  to  credulity  in  this 
inexpensive  remedy:  "And  tho'  of  late,  we 
have  heard  of  mighty  Feats  being  done  by 
the  Virtues  of  crude  Mercury,  Tar-water, 
and  divers  other  Quack  Medicines,  sold  up 
and  down  this  Town,  with  Royal  Patents 
and  dignified  Titles,  yet  I  question,  whether 
in  the  Gravel,  Stone,  Gout,  and  Rheuma- 
tism, there  ever  yet  was,  or  at  this  Time  is ; 
or  in  Times  to  come  shall  be,  discovered  a 
Medicine  more  valuable  in  the  foregoing 
Diseases,  than  what  I  now  offer  for  the 
Benefit  of  Mankind."  He  was  of  opinion 
that  bread  moistened  with  saliva  could  be 
applied  with  good  results  to  a  corn  or  a 
gouty  swelling.  It  was  asserted  that  one 
Bridget  Bostock  of  Nantwich  had  cured 
hundreds  of  ulcers  by  rubbing  the  affected 
part  of  the  skin  with  "fasting"  saliva  and 
by  praying.  It  is  only  just  to  add  that  she 
took  no  payment.  XroySOf

he  exceptions  are  that  male  pharmacists 
dispensers  who  have  not  yet  attained 
r  thirty-first  birthday  (unless  they  are 


ex-Servicemen  seeking  employment  during 
their  period  of  paid  leave  or  men  seeking 
work  in  a  managerial  capacity  (such  men 
require  to  be  deferred  in  respect  of  any  post 
in  which  they  are  employed)  )  must  con- 
tinue to  obtain  their  employment  through 
the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
or  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service.  Similarly,  employers  continue  to  be 
required  to  engage  the  services  of  such  men 
through  the  Committee  or  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  National  Service. 

Men  in  employment  scheduled  under  the 
Essential  Work  Orders  must  still  obtain 
the  permission  of  a  National  Service  Officer 
before  leaving  such  employment.  Having 
obtained  such  permission  their  position  in 
relation  to  taking  up  fresh  employment  is 
as  indicated  above.  There  is  no  longer  any 
ban  on  the  advertisement  of  situations 
vacant.

the  previous  Council  meeting  the  speaker 
had  been  privileged  to  report  that,  from  her 
small  estate,  the  mother  had  left  a  legacy 
of  ^30  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  in  gratitude 
for  the  help  given  to  her  children.  He 
expressed  pleasure  at  learning  from  time 
to  time  of  the  arrival  of  gift  parcels  con- 
taining food  from  pharmacists  in  Australia 
and  New  Zealand.  He  reminded  members 
of  the  decision  to  use  Birdsgrove  House  as 
a  Convalescent  Home  for  an  experimental 
period  of  three  years.  This  would  be  a 
charge  on  the  Benevolent  Fund.  He  con- 
cluded his  remarks  .by  mentioning  "what 
would  probably  be  regarded  as  the  only 
unfortunate  aspect  of  the  reduction  of  the 
income  tax  " — the  total  income  from  con- 
tributions under  deeds  of  covenant  would 
be  reduced  for,  under  the  scheme,  the  Fund 
recovered  tax  paid  by  the  contributor  upon 
the  amount  which  he  actually  sent  to  the 
Fund.  In  spite  of  this,  the  Fund  stood  to 
benefit  by  members  executing  deeds  of 
covenant  to  make  regular  annual  sub- 
scriptions, and  he  asked  members  not 
already  contributing  under  a  covenant  to 
consider  this  method  of  payment.

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A  PHARMACIST  IN  VANCOUVER 


HOW  conditions  in  pharmacy  as  prac- 
tised by  an  independent  proprietor 
pharmacist  in  Vancouver,  capital  of 
British  Columbia,  Canada,  differ  from  those 
in  this  country  are  clearly  explained  in  the 
following  letter  received  from  a  subscriber 
in  that  city. 

I  received  your  journals  and  note  mailed 
on  July  3.  I  take  them  home  with  me  and 
read  them  at  night  when  I  can  study  some 
of  the  articles,  which  give  me  an  idea  of 
the  kinds  of  trouble  that  plague  your  busi- 
ness. I  will  now  give  you  a  little  information 
on  how  we  operate  here  and  the  difficulties 
we  have  to  contend  with. 

Conditions  of  Apprenticeship 

In  order  to  become  an  apprentice  one 
must  first  have  matriculated.  .  .  .  The  ap- 
prentice receives  $8  weekly  for  the  first  six 
months,  $10  for  the  next  six  months,  $12 
for  the  third  six  months,  and  $15  weekly 
for  the  balance  of  the  four-year  apprentice- 
ship. In  the  final  year  the  apprentice 
attends  a  school  of  pharmacy  and  passes 
his  examinations,  provided  he  has  spent 
four  years  in  a  pharmac}^  and  worked 
forty-eight  hours  per  week.  He  is  restricted 
to  the  Province  in  which  he  passed,  and  in 
order  to  practise  in  any  of  the  other  pro- 
vinces he  has  to  pay  $200  and  pass  their 
examinations.  An  American  cannot  prac- 
tise pharmacy  at  all  in  Canada  until  he 
becomes  a  British  subject,  and  that  takes 
some  time.  American  restrictions  are  about 
as  strict  as  our  own.  Wages  paid  to  phar- 
macists vary  in  independent  pharmacies 
according  to  the  business  done,  but  they 
average  about  $150  monthly.  The  "  chain ' ' 
stores  also  pay  about  this  figure,  or  per- 
haps rather  more.  Of  course,  so  long  as 
business  is  done  on  a  profit  basis,  wages 
automatically  go  up  and  down  with  gross 
profits. 

Hours  of  opening  are  from  9  a.m.  to 
10  p.m.  This  is,  of  course,  divided  up  into 
shifts,  as  most  proprietor  pharmacists 
employ  another  qualified  man.  My  hours 
are  forty-eight  a  week.  My  present  staff 
includes  one  man  who  works  only  three 
hours  daily  (9  a.m.  to  12  noon)  six  days  a 
week,  as  he  is  getting  old.  Mornings  are 
never  busy,  and  the  arrangement  thus  suits 
both  him  and  myself  perfectly ;  I  have 
another  assistant,  a  man  of  about  sixty- 
five,  who  shares  the  rest  of  the  day  with  me, 
i.e.  from  noon  until  10  p.m.  I  also  have  a 
twenty-one-year-old  girl  who  works  six 
days  a  week  from  i  p.m.  until  6  p.m. 
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Some  Shortage  of  Supplies 

We  have  our  shortages  here  too,  in  such 
goods  as  films,  candy  (confectionery),  etc. 
but  the  rest  of  our  stocks  have  been  ua 
affected  by  scarcity.  We  have  everything 
in  toiletries,  down  to  plastic  containers  fo| 
lipsticks  and  rouges.  Wrapping  paper  ii^ 
rationed,  but  it  is  sufficient.  It  must  seem 
odd  to  you  that  we  handle  so  many  different 
items,  but  the  main  reason  is,  I  believe; 
lack  of  restriction  on  the  number  of  pharmai  j[ 
cists  who  can  set  up  in  any  particul; 
locality.  Sometimes  there  are  two  or  thn 
pharmacies  within  two  blocks  right  out  ii 
the  suburbs.  Vancouver  is  fifteen  miles 
wide  and  fifteen  miles  deep,  and  sprawli 
over  a  considerable  area.'  There  is  the 
"down-town"  area,  and  twenty  or  more 
suburbs,  each  containing  a  cinema,  indej 
pendent  and  multiple  pharmacies,  "chain 
grocery  store,  dress  shops,  hardware  an( 
flower  shops,  estate  offices,  confectionenj 
dealer,  restaurant,  fish  stores,  and  any  othe 
kind  of  shop  that  can  squeeze  in.  In  th 
"down-town"  area  we  have  four  depad 
ment  stores,  each  taking  up  a  complete  bloc 
and  rising  three  or  four  floors  and  contain 
ing  a  first-class  pharmacy  department  an< 
dispensary.  The  multiples  hold  all  th( 
main  corners.  Centrally  there  are  also  fivi 
pharmacies  located  on  the  ground  floors  of 
office  blocks  and  catering  for  the  medica 
profession.  The  five  do  nothing  but  dis 
pensing.  Of  course,  the  doctor  in  eacl 
block  does  his  best  to  direct  his  patients  |ercome 
dispensing  downstairs  to  a  particular  di^  enchw! 
pensary.  The  only  defence  outside  pharma  pressin 
cists  have  against  this  is  the  patient'l  on  as 
saying,   "  No,   I  have  my  own  suburbai  ive  bee:

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partments  and  Profits 

I  get  my  share  of  prescriptions,  but  of 
urse  they  are  nowhere  near  the  number 
e  average  British  pharmacist  handles  each 
ar.  I  figure  the  average  prescription  sells 
$1,  and  the  average  profit  is  about  50  c. 
her  departments,  and  the  profits  shown 
each,   are:    Magazines,   15  per  cent.; 
acco,  10  per  cent. ;   candy  (bars,  bulk 
d  boxed),  25  per  cent.;  toiletries,  30  per 
t. ;  school  supplies  and  stationery,  33  per 
t. ;  films,  30  per  cent. ;  photo  finishing, 
per  cent. ;   and  last  but  not  least,  the 
a  fountain.  This  is  operated  on  a  fairly 
ge  scale  and  makes  a  good  profit  besides 
nging  in  many  customers.  Then,  of  course, 
re  are  the  regular  drug-store  lines,  such 
tooth-paste,    shaving    cream,  tonics, 
amins,  liniments,  etc.  I  find,  taking  the 
es  of  all  items  together,  including  prescrip- 
ns,  that  my  gross  profit  is  between  2 5  and 


30  per  cent.  If  sales  total  $100  per  day, 
gross  profit  should  be  $25  to  $30  and 
expenses  around  |i2.  Income  tax  is 
deducted  after  that,  and  it  has  been 
approaching  50  per  cent,  of  net  profits.  I 
stick  to  advertised  products  only  and  handle 
no  "agency"  lines.  The  well-known  brands 
demand  no  efforts  of  salesmanship,  and  if 
I  buy  the  goods  as  I  need  them  I  make 
33  per  cent,  profit  and  no  dead  stock.  The 
deals  are  usually  for  $25  to  $50  and  cover 
two  or  three  items.  .  .  .  Most  of  us  carry 
stocks  valued  at  between  $5,000  and 
$10,000.  The  chain  stores  can  buy  from 
their  own  warehouses  from  hand  to  mouth, 
and  do  not  need  so  much  stock  on  hand.  If 
we  buy  from  one  of  the  local  wholesale 
houses,  we  make  25  per  cent,  profit  on  most 
goods,  so  we  try  to  take  advantage  of  most 
of  the  deals  as  they  come  up,  and  it  works 
out  very  well  on  the  whole. 


FRANCE  AWAITS  BRITISH  COSMETICS 

by  a  Paris  Correspondent 


ITISH  soaps  and  toilet  accessories  achieved 
h  popularity  in  France  before  the  war 
t  Paris  suppliers  are  eagerly  awaiting 
lifting  of  restrictions  so  that  they  can 
rt  importing.  They  are  inquiring  already 
y  it  is  that  British  perfumery  and  cos- 
tic  firms  are  not  yet  making  any  move  to 
ain  contact.  It  is  realised  that  to  think 
imports  yet  is  premature,  there  being 
ny  difficulties  and  restrictions  still  to  be 
ercome,  but  some  promise  is  sought  from 
ench  wholesalers,  if  not  from  British  firms, 
pressing  a  readiness  to  start  up  again  as 
on  as  possible.    British  toilet  products 
ve  been  appreciated  equally  in  France 
th  American  make-up,  for  the  popularity 
which  a  member  of  the  Paris  Chamber  of 
mmerce.  representing  the  industry,  had 
me  interesting  reflections  recently.  In  the 
n  or  fifteen  years  before  the  war,  U.S. 
oducts  advanced  enormously  in  popular 
vour.   Publicity  is  regarded  as  the  secret 
their  success.    The  advertising  was  so 
rsuasive  that  French  women  not  only 
ew  to  like  and  demand  American  pro- 
cts,  but  remembered  them  throughout 
e  war.  This  fact  may  send  up  the  demand 
yond  pre-war  figures  so  soon  as  supplies 
e  available. 

A  number  of  French  importers  are  in  the 
nited  States  trying  to  procure  supplies  of 
lerican  creams,  make-up  and  nail  varnish, 
ench  manufacturers  are  reluctant  to 
mit  any  preference  for  foreign  goods,  and 
d  it  difficult  to  explain  the  demand  unless 


publicity  is  the  answer.  Of  course,  French 
products  are  costly,  and  although  they  are 
luxurious  the  cost  may  well  be  so  prohibitive 
that  even  the  most  self-indulgent  customer 
hesitates  before  repeating  an  order.  For 
example,  the  French  normally  present  their 
perfumes  in  artistic  "luxury"  containers, 
which  probably  cost  as  much  as  or  more 
than  the  contents.  This  naturally  increases 
the  price  unnecessarily.  While  a  customer 
may  buy  one  bottle,  attracted  by  its  appear- 
ance as  much  as  the  perfume,  she  will 
hesitate  to  purchase  another,  although  the 
perfume  still  attracts,  and  she  might  be 
willing  to  spend  purely  the  price  of  the 
perfume.  During  the  Occupation,  the  Ger- 
man often  bought  British  and  American 
beauty  products  on  the  recommendation  of 
French  shop  assistants,  who  thought  it 
amusing  to  offer  enemy  products.  Cus- 
tomers accepted  the  advice  of  the  perfumer 
that  the  product  was  good,  as  of  course  it 
was.  British  firms  should  remember  that 
the  French  do  buy  foreign  cosmetics  and 
toilet  accessories,  especially  brands  they 
have  grown  to  like. 


Peroxide  as  U-boat  Propellant. — Follow- 
ing an  inspection  trip  in  Europe,  the  United 
States  Secretary  of  the  Navy  stated  recently 
that  the  Germans  had  been  adapting,  with 
what  looked  like  surprisingly  good  results, 
turbines  driven  by  the  energy  released 
when  hydrogen  peroxide  molecules  dis- 
integrated. 
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COUNCIL  COMMITTEES'  FUNCTIONS 


At  a  meeting  in  London  on  December  6, 
Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  M.B.E.,  and  Miss  M.  C. 
Islip  addressed  those  present  on  "What 
Your  Members  Do  on  the  Council."  Miss 
Islip,  who  spoke  first,  described  briefly  her 
first  impressions  when  she  had  taken  her 
place  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  nearly  a  year  previously  and  gave 
details  of  various  committees  which  con- 
sisted either  entirely  or  in  part  of  members 
of  the  Council.  Of  a  total  of  seventeen 
committees  there  were  eight  standing  com- 
mittees consisting  entirely  of  councillors. 
There  were  also  the  Statutory  Committee, 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee, 
and  seven  others  on  which  the  Council  was 
represented.  Representatives  of  the  Coun- 
cil were  also  on  various  other  bodies. 

Work  of  Standing  Committees 

Miss  Islip  gave  an  account  of  the  work 
of  the  three  standing  committees  of  which 
she  is  a  member.  The  Publications  Com- 
mittee dealt  with  all  the  Society's  publica- 
tions. A  large  proportion  of  its  work  was 
taken  up  each  month  with  items  in  con- 
nexion with  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal." 
Data  were  submitted  with  regard  to  size, 
contributions,  advertisements,  circulation 
and  cost.  Queries  and  sometimes  com- 
plaints in  connexion  with  the  journal  were 
investigated.  The  Organisation  Committee 
received  reports  of  branch  meetings, 
considered  requests  for  speakers,  went  into 
branch  finances  and  dealt  with  certain 
resolutions  sent  from  branch  meetings.  The 
arrangements  for  the  Society's  monthly 
evening  meetings  and  any  special  meetings 
were  also  the  responsibility  of  the  Organis- 
ation Committee.  The  Public  Services 
Committee  was  one  of  wide  scope,  any 
matter  connected  with  pharmacy  and  the 
public  service  being  considered.  Four 
members  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Phar- 
macists were  invited  to  attend,  and  the 
Press  Officer  was  present.  When  a  subject 
was  down  for  discussion,  an  authority  on 
that  subject  was  sometimes  invited.  The 
Officer  submitted  a  report  and  mentioned 
items  pertaining  to  pharmacy  that  appeared 
each  month  in  national  periodicals  and  daily 
and  weekly  newspapers.  At  the  main  Council 
meeting,  routine  business  was  carried  out, 
correspondence  dealt  with,  and  matters 
outside  the  scope  of  committees  were 
raised.  The  chairman  of  each  committee 
presented  a  report  of  the  findings  of  his 
committee.  The  recommendations  were 
discussed  and  either  accepted  or  referred 


back  to  the  committee  concerned.  Each 
member  could  express  an  opinion. 

Benevolent  Fund  Adrmnistration 

Mrs.  Irvine  commenced  by  describing 
the  work  done  on  the  Benevolent  and  War 
Aid  Funds  Committee,  showing  how  the 
greatest  possible  care  was  taken  in  dis- 
tributing the  money  in  the  funds,  each 
application  for  assistance  being  carefully 
investigated  and  each  case  being  treated  on 
its  merits.  Every  effort  was  made  to  give 
deserving  cases  increased  help,  but  other 
factors  were  taken  into  consideration.  For 
instance,  it  had  been  found  that,  by 
increasing  an  annuity  from  the  Benevolent 
Fund,  a  recipient's  supplementary  pension 
had  been  decreased,  so  that  in  the  long  run 
nothing  was  gained.  The  position  was 
investigated,  and  the  finding  was  that 
Christmas  gifts  from  the  fund  were  permis- 
sible, and  extra  help  was  being  given  in 
this  way  in  certain  cases.  The  committee 
also  dealt  with  the  education  of  orphans. 
Under  the  War  Aid  Fund  there  had  been 
a  number  of  cases  of  assistance  given  to 
pharmacists  who  had  lost  houses  and 
businesses  during  the  war.  Calls  on  the 
fund  were  still  being  made,  and  recently 
help  had  been  given  to  a  pharmacist  from 
Jersey.   Every  penny  would  be  needed. 

The  Establishment  Committee  dealt  with 
everything  connected  with  the  Society's 
premises,  such  as  the  library,  museums, 
school,  wages,  salaries  and  holidays  of  the 
staff.  Reports  were  received  from  the 
librarian  and  the  curator.  The  Education 
Committee  was  concerned  with  conditions 
of  training,  apprenticeship,  the  curriculum 
and  refresher  courses.  Recently  it  had  been 
considering  the  subject  of  refresher  courses 
for  pharmacists  coming  out  of  the  Services. 
Concessions  to  ex-Service  men  and  women 
were  dealt  with  by  this  committee. 

After  the  addresses  had  been  gi\cn, 
members  of  the  audience  were  invited  to 
ask  questions.  Miss  Morgan  asked  why 
the  Society  should  ask  pharmacists  to 
refrain  from  selling  certain  chemicals  to 
children  when  there  were  no  restrictions 
placed  on  their  sale  by  persons  other  than 
pharmacists.  Mrs.  Irvine  replied  that 
there  had  been  no  cases  reported  of 
accidents  occurring  through  the  use  of 
chemicals  obtained  from  shops  othet  than 
pharmacies.  The  President  (Miss  Mozley- 
Stark)  called  upon  Miss  Edmond  to  propose 
and  Miss  Fletcher  to  second  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Irvine  and  Miss  Islip.

one  of  the  best  malting  mills  to  produce 
■  first-grade  malt  extract,  for  which  not 
^ly  a  home  but  a  big  export  market  exists, 
,8  come  as  a  boon. 

When  the  company  took  over  the  exten- 
re  Irishtown  maltings  on  the  outskirts  of 
e  town  in  April  1944,  a  whole  new  wing 
-d  to  be  built  to  house  a  packing  depart- 
ent,  laboratory,  pump-room,  evaporating 
om,  and  boiler  house  (to  accommodate  a 
irteen-ton  boiler).  Methods  of  evapora- 
)n  had  to  receive  careful  testing  and 
amination  until  a  first-class  process  was 
vised.  Entering  the  premises  on  the 
3rth  side  one  comes  to  the  big  barley 
Dre  of  four  floors,  each  of  which  holds 
Doo  barrels  of  grain.  By  a  conveyor  belt 
e  grain  is  taken  to  malting  houses  with 
capacity  of  12,000  barrels.  Each  malting 
■use  is  equipped  with  a  steeping-tank,  in 
lich  the  ^  grain  is  soaked  at  the  proper 
mperature,  after  which  it  is  spread  on  the 
lors  for  germination.  Day  and  night  the 
altsters  have  to  keep  this  grain  turned  until 
has  reached  the  right  stage  of  germination 


to  be  brought  to  the  kiln,  where,  spread  out 
on  tiled,  porous  floors,  the  grain  is  dried 
by  hot  gases  coming  up  from  kiln  fires 
below.  When  all  the  moisture  has  be.en 
driven  off,  and  the  barley  properly  kiln- 
dried,  it  is  screened  to  remove  growths,  or 
"combings"  as  they  are  called,  which  make 
a  valuable  food  for  poultry.  The  kiln-dried 
malted  barley  is  then  passed  to  the  experts 


for  the  extraction  process.  It  is  crushed 
to  the  required  fineness  before  going  to  the 
masher,  where  it  is  mixed  with  "liquor," 
whence  it  passes  to  a  mash-tun  in  which  for 
several  hours  it  remains  at  a  strictly  con- 
trolled temperature.  The  extract  is  now 
washed  from  the  grain  with  a  "sparging" 
liquor,  and  from  there,  as  wort,  passes  to 
an  underback  for  inspection  before  finally 
being  pumped  to  the  evaporating  plant.  In 
an  evaporation  process  the  liquid  is  kept 
moving  and  the  quality  stabilised. 

Packing  and  Distribution 

From  the  receivers,  extract  intended  for 
pharmaceutical  use  is  pumped  to  an  en- 
closed mixing  unit  to  be  blended  with  cod- 
liver  oil,  whence  it  is  piped  to  the  packing  de- 
partment and  filled  into  sterilised  jars,  and 
labelled  with  the  Golden  Eagle  label  the  pro- 
duct will  bear.  From  the  moment  the  wort 
leaves  the  mash  tun  until  it  is  filled  as  malt 
extract  into  the  jars  it  is  entirely  untouched 
by  hand,  and  under  scientific  control 
throughout.  Crates  of  the  finished  malt 
extract  with  cod-liver  oil  are  later  to  be 
dispatched  to  M.  G.  Baynes  &  Co.,  Dublin, 
for  distribution.

The  guiding  principles  of  our  war  effort 
of  the  past  six  years  were  unity  of  purpose 
and  confidence  in  ourselves.  In  the  dark 
days  of  Dunkirk  we  stood  alone  defying  a 
strong  and  ruthless  enemy;  throughout 
the  years  of  air  raids  on  our  cities  and 
towns  there  were  countless  tragedies  but 
no  thought  of  wavering ;  when  Singapore 
fell  and  our  position  in  Africa,  the  Mediter- 
ranean and  the  East  was  critical  we  gathered 
i'our  strength  to  hit  back,  and  when  the 
U-boat  menace  threatened  our  sea  com- 
munications and  our  very  existence  we 
tightened  our  belts.  The  world  may  well 
have  despaired  and  thought  our  position 
hopeless,  but  our  unity  as  a  nation  was 
only  confirmed :  our  confidence  in  our- 
selves to  endure  and  emerge  victorious  was 
never  in  doubt.  The  glorious  and  imperish- 
able deeds  and  sacrifices  of  our  men  and 
women  in  the  fighting  Forces  was  the 
shining  spearhead  of  our  unity  and  confi- 
dence ;  it  was  backed  to  the  utmost  by  the 
nation  at  home. 

In  the  years  that  lie  ahead  there  is 
much  to  be  done  to  restore  to  a  disrupted 
and  stricken  world  that  prosperity  and 
contentment  on  which  a  true  and  lasting 
peace  can  alone  be  built.  In  this  great 
work  of  restoration  and  rehabilitation 
this  country  together  with  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations  must  take  the 
lead.  Whether  it  be  in  home  or  international 
affairs,  or  in  the  narrower  sphere  of  our 


professional,  trade  or  personal  interests, 
our  actions  should  be  guided  by  the  lesson  of 
the  war.  By  our  high  sense  of  duty  and  of 
our  responsibilities,  and  by  our  example  of 
unity  and  confidence  in  meeting  the  prob- 
lems ahead  of  us,  we  shall  be  an  inspiration 
to  a  world  that  has  yet  to  settle  down  and 
re-establish  itself. 

In  its  eighty-seventh  year  of  publication 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  wishes  its 
readers  at  home  and  overseas  a  Happy, 
Prosperous  and  Progressive  New  Year,  with 
unity  and  confidence  the  guiding  principles 
throughout  the  world. 

Once  More  into  the  Breach 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  the  title  "pharmacist," 
and  the  name  "pharmacy"  for  the  place  in 
which  he  follows  his  practice,  have  been 
given  statutory  protection  so  far  as  the 
ordinary  civilian  life  of  the  country  is  con- 
cerned. But  the  places  in  which  the  art  or 
practice  of  pharmacy  is  carried  out  include 
not  only  chemists'  shops  and  the  pharma- 
ceutical departments  of  hospitals  and 
institutions,  but  also  Army,  Navy  and  Air 
Force  "pharmacies"  or  dispensaries.  In 
this  second  group  of  premises  there  is  no 
protection  of  title.  There  is  not  even  the 
recognition  that  the  work  of  compound- 
ing and  dispensing  of  medicines  requires 
special  skill,  training  or  experience.  Still 
less  is  it  recognised  by  those  ultimately 
responsible  for  military  medical  services 
that  the  safe-keeping  of  drugs  and  medi- 
cines, whether  potent  or  innocuous,  whether 
subject  to  statutory  controls  or  demanding 
special  methods  of  storage,  should  be  in 
the  hands  of  persons  holding  a  legal  quali- 
fication for  the  purpose. 

Changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  have  raised  and  not 
lowered  the  importance  of  the  qualification. 
It  is  true  that  certain  operations,  which 
were  common  practice  at  the  time  the 
qualification  was  introduced,  may  be  seldom 
or  never  carried  out  in  pharmacies  today. 
To  that  extent  there  may  be  less  emphasis 
upon  manipulative  skill.  On  the  oth^r  hand, 
the  range  of  medicaments  widens  constantly. 
Many  of  the  newer  drugs,  some  of  them  only 
recently  discovered,  are  known  to  physicians 
only  for  a  particular  effect  they  have  on  the 
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human  body.  It  is  essential  for  somebody 
to  know  their  chemical  and  physical  proper- 
ties, how  their  potency  is  to  be  maintained 
during  periods  of  storage,  in  what  ways 
and  in  what  conditions  they  may  be  mixed 
with  other  ingredients  or  presented  for  use 
in  the  right  form  at  the  right  time.  Some- 
body has  to  know  the  correct  doses  by 
various  routes,  the  strengths  in  terms  of  a 
variety  of  agreed  international  units,  and 
the  nature  of  any  substances  with  which 
the  drugs  are  not  compatible.  That  some- 
body is  the  pharmacist. 

Physicians,  nurses  and  orderlies  receive 
their  training  for  the  functions  that  are 
the  special  responsibilities  of  eacli  one.  In 
pharmaceutical  subjects  their  instruction 
does  not  extend  beyond  the  rudimentary. 
To  put  a  physician,  for  example,  in  charge 
of  medical  stores  is  to  squander  the  speci- 
alist functions  of  two  people  at  least.  The 
pharmacist  is  prevented  from  exercising  the 
knowledge  he  has  been  trained  to  acquire 
(with  no  less,  diligence  than  the  doctor), 
and  the  physician  is  kept  from  his  rightful 
occupation  of  diagnosing  and  treating 
disease.  What  prevents  the  application  in 
military  circles  of  this  common-sense  con- 
clusion, which  has  already  received  accept- 
ance in  civilian  life,  is  well  understood. 
First,  Army  routine  is  rated  higher  than 
scientific  progress.  Secondly,  the  Medical 
Corps  is  a  medical  preserve,  in  which  the 
pharmacist  is  considered  to  have  no  title 
to  a  place.  On  the  last  occasion  on  which 
an  approach  was  made  to  the  military 
authorities  to  improve  the  position,  the 
outcome  made  it  abundantly  plain  that 
such  approaches  are  a  waste  of  time.  Hence- 
forth, as  we  have  previously  urged,  the 
attack  must  be  launched  in  new  directions. 
On  the  one  hand  pharmacy's  claims  must 
be  constantly  expounded  to  the  public, 
so  that  in  time  they  shall  demand  the  same 
standards  for  their  sons  and  daughters  in 
the  Forces  as  for  themselves  and  their 
fellow  citizens  at  home.  This  is  pre-emin- 
ently a  line  of  propaganda  to  be  opened  up 
by  a  public-relations  officer  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  whose  work  at  present 
seems  mainly  directed  towards  ensuring 
that  the  achievements  of  students  in  passing 
the  qualifying  examination  are  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Press. 


Simultaneously  there  must  be  a  more 
direct  approach  to  those  who,  in  effect, 
are  the  "bosses"  of  the  military  obstruc- 
tionists ;  in  other  words.  Members  of 
Parliament  must  be  given  the  facts  and 
prompted  to  take  action.  In  this  matter, 
pharmacists  themselves,  either  individually 
or  through  their  local  branches  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  can  lend  a  hand. 
The  present  House  of  Commons  is  new 
§ince  steps  were  previously  taken,  and 
pharmacists  can  begin  to  lay  their  plans 
for  a  renewed  onslaught  upon  a  problem 
that  has  for  too  long  remained  unsolved. 

If,  at  this  juncture,  the  position  were  to 
be  allowed  to  go  by  default,  there  would 
remain  a  weak  spot  in  the  defences  of 
pharmacy  that  the  National  Health  Service 
negotiations  would  almost  certainly  expose 
— to  the  disadvantage  of"  all  in  the  craft. 
In  that  event,  goodbye  to  the  prospect  of 
better  conditions  and  terms. 

Recovering  Waste  Materials 

A  CONFERENCE  of  representatives  of  the 
Industrial  Salvage  and  Recovery  Groups  in 
London  and  the  south  of  England  was 
held  in  London  recently.  During  the  war  the 
establishment  of  the  group  scheme  through- 
out the  country  resulted  in  recovering  and 
converting  to  valuable  use  large  quantities 
of  waste  material.  The  conference  gave 
emphatic  endorsement  of  the  value  of  the 
scheme,  and  urged  the  importance  of  con- 
tinuing it  as  an  integral  part  of  industrial 
efficiency  and  a  valuable  aid  to  the  national 
economy.  The  conference  decided,  in  con- 
junction with  similar  conferences  held  in 
York  and  Birmingham,  to  join  in  forming 
a  National  Council  to  further  the  move- 
ment in  close  co-operation  with  the  Govern- 
ment, which  has  throughout  aided  the 
industrial  groups  with  technical  advice  and 
assistance  in  finding  the  best  outlets  and 
uses  for  industrial  wastes.  The  movement 
is  an  illustration  of  the  value  of  co-opera- 
tion between  the  Government  and  industry, 
as  advocated  in  a  recent  speech  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Federation  of  British 
Industries. '  Representatives  of  the  Direc- 
torate of  Salvage  and  Recovery  of  the 
Ministry  of  Supply  assured  the  meeting  of 
official  support  for  the  movement.

Of  all  the  Statutory  professions,  that  of 
pharmacy  is  the  only  one  where  its  mem- 
bers must  go  outside  the  functions  wherein 
they  are  qualified  in  order  to  make  a  live- 
lihood. Each  year  we  see  those  qualified 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  enter  the  business 
of  selling  patent  medicines  and  cosmetics. 
They  find  this  is  necessary  because  they 
cannot  make  a  living  compounding  medical 
prescriptions  and  selling  scheduled  poisons. 
If  the  State  demands  through  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  and  subsidiary  regulations  that  en- 
trants to  this  profession  must  Matriculate, 
and  pass  certain  Statutory  examinations, 
then  the  State  incurs  the  moral  obligation 
to  ensure  that  those  so  qualified  shall  have 
a  monopoly  of  the  functions  within  the 
State  which  they  alone  are  qualified  to  fill. 
Pharmacists  (with  officers'  status)  should  be 
appointed  to  all  public  institutions  and 
dispensaries.  Regulation  8,  made  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  should  be  administered 
fully  in  the  spirit  of  the  regulation,  and 
dangerous  preparations  such  as  organo- 
mercurial  dry  seed  dressings  should  only  be 
sold  by  the  pharmacist  in  the  public  interest. 
It  is  not  only  the  State's  duty,  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  pharmacist  in  the  State  to  see  that 
in  this  respect  moral  obligations  are  imple- 
mented. The  Pharmaceutical  Society  will 
in  the  coming  year  make  every  effort  to 
have  this  facet  of  pharmaceutical  economics 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  responsible 
authorities,  and  will  strive  diligently  to 
rectify  those  wrongs.  To  our  own  members 
and  licentiates  I  send  best  wishes  for  all 
the  season's  blessings,  and  on  their  behalf 
I  send  greetings  to  our  colleagues  in  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.

Further,  that  education  keeps 
ahead  of  required  qualifications  in  industry 
as  in  pharmacy  proper ;  that  men  and 
particularly  the  increasing  proportion  of 
women  pharmacists  at  home  and  abroad 
each  take  full  responsibility  for  the  manage- 
ment of  pharmaceutical  affairs,  and  that 
the  real  interests  of  the  public  are  served  by 
pharmacy  under  a  National  Health  Service.

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  British  Chemical  Manufacturers  I 
wish  first  of  all  to  express  thankfulness  that 
the  European  and  Japanese  wars  ended 
sooner  than  we  had  dared  hope,  and  to 
send  greetings  to  all  our  friends  at  home 


and  abroad.  We  have  been  able  to  resume 
contact  with  many  of  our  friends  and 
customers  overseas  and  this  will  be  strength- 
ened in  the  near  future  through  our  first 
branch  office  in  the  Dominions,  shortly  to 
be  established  in  India.  We  hope  other 
branches  will  follow.  The  published  figures 
have  disclosed  the  important  part  played 
by  chemicals  in  our  export  trade,  and,  given 
the  necessary  workers,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  chemical  industry  will  contribute,  both 
directly  and  indirectly,  a  share  commen- 
surate with  its  position,  as  a  supplier  of 
essential  raw  materials  to  every  other 
industry,  and  with  the  part  it  has  played 
in  the  war  effort.

I  AM  delighted  to  be  able  to  send  my  warm- 
est greetings  to  all  readers  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist.  The  year  now  closing  has 
been,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  toilet 
preparations  and  perfumery  industry,  a 
period  of  transition  and  of  organisation  and 
marshalling  for  the  time  when  manufac- 
turers can  respond  fully  to  the  great  demand 
which  exists  throughout  the  world.  I  am 
proud  to  feel  that  the  industry  can  now 
speak  with  one  united  and  powerful  voice : 
our  new  Federation  is  already  a  strongly 
representative  body  numbering  nearly 
three  hundred  and  fifty  members,  and 
possessing  unique  features  in  its  constitution 
which  ensures  that  the  smallest  member's 
point  of  view  is  fully  considered.  The 
Federation  has  an  important  task  before 
it  in  1946  to  seek  to  guide  the  Government 
in  its  relations  with  the  industry  so  as  to 
realise  the  full  development  of  the  industry's 
potentialities  and  to  enable  it  to  make  its 
contribution  to  the  economic  rehabilitation 
of  the  nation.  The  outlook  for  the  next  few 
months  is  still  uncertain ;  a  great  deal 
depends  on  the  rate  at  which  workers  be- 
come available  to  restore  adequate 'supplies 
of  containers,  packaging  material  and  other 
items.  The  industry's  first  care  must  be  the 
export  trade,  and  this  will  have  priority  on 
productive  capacity  and  the  more  scarce 
raw  materials:  nevertheless,  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  maximum  export  is  in  full  swing  and 
conditions  generally  become  less  stringent 
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and  the  trade  can  justifiably  ask  for  some 
sasement  of  the  present  limitation  of  home 
trade  supplies.  The  New  Year  will  see  a 
wider  range,  if  not  a  greater  quantity,  of 
products  on  the  market :  relaxations  of 
raw  material  controls  have  permitted  the 
resumption  of  manufacture  of  perfumes  and 
Dther  alcoholic  preparations,  and  of  nail 
tarnishes,  although  retailers  will  recognise 
that,  for  the  present,  supplies  of  these  can 
Dnly  be  made  by  replacing  other  lines.  To 
ill  retailers  I  would  like  to  extend  the 
thanks  of  members  of  the  Federation  for 
the  co-operation  and  sympathetic  under- 
standing they  have  shown  in  the  difficult 
^ears  of  war,  to  ask  them  to  share  our 
:onfident  hopes  of  the  time  coming  when 
their  shelves  can  be  better  stocked,  but  to 
request  their  patience  in  the  immediate 
nonths  ahead  when  all  our  energies  must 
ae  devoted  to  building  up  our  export  trade.

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A  PHARMACY  OF  THE  FUTURE 


y4N  American  pharmacist,  Mr.  Carl  D. 

/\  Lovotti,  who  conducts  his  business  in 
Ji  \.San  Francisco  under  the  title  Lovotti's 
Professional  Prescription  Pharmacists,  in- 
cludes in  his  advertisements  in  the  Press  the 
slogan  "We  have  nothing  to  sell— we  fill 
physicians'  prescriptions."  Is  this  the  shape 
of  things  to  come  ?  Will  British  pharmacies 
develop  along  these  lines  ?  National  or 
municipal  dispensaries  may  provoke  a 
more  "professional"  appearance  in  pri- 
vately owned  pharmacies,  and  a  contri- 
butor sends  us  the  following  fanciful  picture 
of  what  the  pharmacy  of  the  future  may  be 
like,  as  seen  by  a  newspaper  man : — 

Hearing  that  there  was  a  new  type  of 
pharmacy  in  the  High  Street  at  Boxeter, 
I  set  off  to  investigate.  I  did  not  immedi- 
ately recognise  its  rather  unusual  aspect, 
but  finally  found  a  door  bearing  the  plate : —

I  opened  the  door  and  went  in,  to  find  my- 
self in  a  small  but  tastefully  decorated 
waiting  room,  at  the  right  side  of  which, 
behind  a  small  desk  and  in  front  of  a  hatch- 
window,  was  an  attractive  receptionist. 
After  explaining  that  I  wished  to  see  the 
pharmacist,  I  was  asked  to  sit  down.  I 
seated  myself  in  a  comfortable  chair,  picked 
up  a  copy  of  "Punch,"  and  glanced  round 
the  room.  The  only 
other  person  wait- 
ing, a  woman,  occu- 
pied one  of  four 
available  chairs.  On 
the  white  enamelled 
walls  were  hand- 
some prints  of  medi- 
cinal plants,  and  the 
floor  was  covered 
with  all-over  carpet- 
ing. By  way  of 
ornament,  a  specie 
jar  of  some  apparent  value  stood  upon  a  wall 
bracket.  At  the  back  of  the  room  were  two 
panelled  doors,  one  on  the  left  lettered 
Richard  Rowe  and  the  other  on  the  right 
Pharmaceutical  Laboratory.  The  doors 
apparently  made  it  possible  for  the  phar- 
macist to  enter  the  waiting  room  from  either 
the  office  or  the  laboratory,  and  I  casually 
wondered  from  which  he  would  approach.

I  want'to  pay  my  bill  for  last 
month." 


Presently  the  laboratory  door  opened  and 
out  came  Mr.  Rowe  himself.  As  he  placed 
a  small  package  on  the  receptionist's  desk 
he  turned  to  the  woman  and  said,  "Your 
medicine,  Mrs.  Jones."  I  looked  him  over 
without  letting  it  appear  too  obvious.  He 
was  a  handsome,  erect  man  of  about  forty- 
three,  slightly  grey 
at  the  temples,  but 
keen  and  alert  not- 
withstanding. He 
wore  a  short,  star- 
ched overall-coat 
over  dark  trousers, 
and  in  appearance 
and  manner  might 
have  passed  for  a 
medical  specialist 
— as,  in  a  sense, 
he  was — or  the 
research  superin- 
tendent    of  an 

"ethical"  manufacturer.  The  receptionist 
made  an  entry  in  her  book  and  handed 
the  prescription  to  Mrs.  Jones,  who  put  it 
in  her  handbag  but  suddenly  remembered, 
"  Oh,  I  want  to  pay  my  bill  for  last  month." 
The  amount,  I  noted,  was  twenty-on^ 
shillings.  The  receptionist  pulled  out  a  cash 
drawer,  took  the  money  and  made  out  the 
receipt  with  a  "Thank  you,  Mrs.  Jones."  The 
pharmacist  meanwhile  went  into  his  office. 

Her  transaction  completed,  the  recep- 
tionist then  pressed  a  button  which  sounded 
a  buzzer  in  the  inner  office.  "Mr.  Rowe,  a 
reporter  is  here.  Shall  I  send  him  in?" 
Apparently  the  answer  was  in  the  affirma- 
tive for  she  looked  at  me  and  said,  "Go 
right  in." 

A  Quick  Glance  Round 

Once  inside  I  introduced  myself  and  we 
both  sat  down.  A  quick  glance  round  the 
room  made  me  aware  of  a  certificate  of 
qualification,  some  diplomas  from  a  school 
of  pharmacy,  and  quite  a  library  of  tech- 
nical books. 

"  What  can  I  do  for  you  ?  "  said  Mr.  Rowe. 

"  I  have  just  called  for  the  paper  I  repre- 
sent to  know  all  about  what  seems  to  be  a 
new  venture.  When  and  why  did  you  start 
it,  and  what  sort  of  success  are  you  having  ?  " 

"I've  been  open  for  six  weeks  or  more 
now.  I'm  surprised  you  haven't  noticed.  As 
for  success,  it's  a  little  early  to  say,  but  there 
has  been  no  lack  of  dispensing  so  far." 

"What's  this  about  a  seven-and-a-half- 
hours'  day;  g  to  12.30  and  2  to  6  as  work- 
ing hours  ? " 
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"That's  all  the  hours  necessary  for  pro- 
viding an  adequate  prescription  service." 

"How  about  emergency  prescriptions 
before  and  after  hours?" 

I  hope  eventually  to  secure  the  co- 
operation of  other  pharmacists  in  running 
a  central  pharmacy,  staffed  according  to 
some  sort  of  rota  system,  for  out-of-hours 
dispensing.  In  the 
meantime,  my 
house  telephone 
number  is  given 
in  the  directory, 
with  the  addition 
'  pharmacist '  after 
my  name,  so  I 
can  always  be 
reached."

answer.  I  could  hear  both  speakers.  "Dr. 
Perks  is  here  to  see  you."  "  vSend  him  in." 

To  me  the  pharmacist  said,  "You  don't 
mind,  do  you  ?  Many  physicians  come  here 
to  get  a  moment's  relaxation  while  on  their 
rounds.  Their  surgeries  always  get  through 
to  the  pharmacy  on  the  'phone  if  there  is 
any  urgent  call." 

I  was  introduced  to  Dr.  Perks,  who  put 
down  his  bag,  took  off  his  overcoat  and 
hat,  and  dropped  into  a  comfortable  chair. 
The  pharmacist  said,  "Doctor,  I'm  going 
to  show  the  reporter  here  my  pharma- 
ceutical laboratory.  Make  yourself  at 
home." 

"  I  thought  pharmacists  and  physicians 
didn't  get  along  very  well  with  each  other," 
I  ventured.  Mr.  Rowe  glanced  at  the  doctor 
and  said,  "Bit  out  of  date,  isn't  he?" 
Then,  picking  up  a  leaflet  and  handing  it 
to  the  doctor,  he  remarked,  "Maybe  you'd 
like  to  read  about  this  new  drug  Nonosil." 

Pharmaceutical  Laboratory 

We  left  the  medical  man  in  the  office, 
and  went  through  into  the  "pharmaceutical 
laboratory."  What  a  pattern  of  a  pharmacy 
it  proved  to  be.  Spick  and  span,  with 
polished  floor  of  some  hygienic  and  resflient 
material,  it  was  fully  but  pleasingly  illu- 
minated with  fluorescent  lighting.  '  There 
were  outside  and  intercommunicating  tele- 
phones. On  glass  shelves  were  ranged 
bottles  of  drugs  in  rows  of  graded  sizes, 
presumably  according  to  the  amount  of 
use  to  which  each  was  put.  Other  shelves 
housed  jars,  tins  and  boxes,  and  there  were

drawers  for  tools  of  the  craft,  glass^fronted 
cabinets  of  ethical  proprietaries,  and  such 
amenities  as  constant  hot  water.  Perhaps 
what  impressed  me  most  was  the  refrigera- 
tor, which  occupied  one  entire  wall. 

"  What's  that  for  ?  "  I  asked.  "  Perishable 
pharmaceuticals,"  he  replied,  opening  the 
front  for  a  moment  so  that  I  could  glimpse 
penicillin  preparations  and  the  rest. 

One  qualified  man  was  at  work,  and  a 
wad  of  prescription  forms,  in  a  bull-dog 
clip,  indicated  that 
there  was  no  lack 
of  dispensing.  The 
pharmacist  at 
work,  apparently 
accustomed  to 
sightseers  in  this 
showpiece  of  a  dis- 
pensary, ignored 
us.  I  was  about 
to  put  one  or  two 
questions  to  him 
with  a  view  to 
having  further 
niceties  explained,  when  the  buzzer  sounded 
again  for  the  principal  of  the  business. 
This  time  it  was  extra  loud,  so  loud  as 
to  awaken  me.  The  vision  vanished.

Rebuilding  Family  Life  in  the  Post-war 
World. — Editor,  Sir  James  Marchant.  8  x 
5|  in.  Pp.  136.  2s.  Odhams  Press,  Ltd., 
Long  Acre,  London,  W.C.2.  Described  as 
"An  Inquiry  with  Recommendations,"  the 
work  is  a  symposium  to  which  experts  on 
statistics,  nutrition,  biology,  psychology, 
education,  etc.,  contribute.  Lord  Horder 
provides  a  foreword.  The  "recommenda- 
tions" should  be  studied  in  the  light  of  the' 
editor's  statement  that  no  attempt  has  been 
made  to  produce  unanimity  in  the  report, 
yet  there  is  a  considerable  measure  of 
agreement. 

Recherches  sur  la  Physico-Chimie  de  la 
Peau. — 6  in.  x  in.  Pp.  95.  Librairie 
Scientifique  et  Medicale,  Camugli,  Lyons. 
Published  in  France  in  1941,  this  loo-page 
booklet,  printed  on  excellent  paper,  recapitu- 
lates research  on  the  physico-chemical 
aspects  of  dermatology.  Practical  applica- 
tions in  the  cosmetic  industry  are  described 
in  monographs  on  modern  excipients  and 
emulsifiers,  concluding  with  a  formulary 
that  includes  lotions  and  emulsions,  soaps 
and  creams,  oils  and  pomades.  One  of  the 
contributors  is  Marcel  H.  Gattefosse, 
whose  name  will  be  familiar  to  pre-war 
readers  of  the  C.  6-  D.

OVERSEAS  TRADE  NEWS 


New  Zealand  Import  Licensing. — Details 
of  the  allocations  for  the  New  Zealand  tenth 
licensing  period  (i.e.  the  calendar  year  1946) 
appear  in  the  "Board  of  Trade  Journal," 
December  8,  p.  700. 

Rotenone  Imports  into  U.S. — Permission 
to  U.S.  importers  of  rotenone  and  rotenone- 
bearing  materials  to  make  private  arrange- 
ments for  importation  is  being  restored  on 
March  31,  1946. 

U.S.    Gum    Turpentine    Prices. — It  is 

reported  that  the  U.S.  Office  of  Price 
Administration  may  extend  price  control 
to  include  gum  turpentine  by  establishing 
ceilings  at  82  cents  per  gall,  for  producers. 

Penicillin  **  Bank  "  Suggested. — A  spec- 
tacular fall  in  the  price  of  penicillin 
ampoules  in  South  Africa  has  prompted  a 
Cape  Town  specialist  to  suggest  that  the 
city  should  build  up  a  small  "bank"  of  the 
drug,  in  case  supplies  should  be  suddenly 
cut  off.  An  ampoule,  he  points  out,  retains 
its  potency  for  two  years  or  so,  and  the 
supplies  now  coming  forward,  in  much 
greater  quantity  than  ever  before,  are 
"good"  until  1947.  The  specialist  recalled 
that  when  penicillin  was  virtually  unpro- 
curable he  ^was  compelled  at  one  stage  to 
pay  excessive  prices.  A  statement  regarding 
the  price  reduction  (by  almost  two-thirds) 
gave  rise  to  an  unfounded  rumour  that  a 
penicillin  price-war  had  broken  out.  The 
position  is  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
penicillin  manufactured  in  America  went 
to  the  armed  forces,  only  a  limited  amount 
being  made  available  for  civilian  use.  Now 
that  the  war  is  over  the  large  stocks  in 
"America  are  gradually  being  released. 

Drug  Registration. — A  decree  of  the 
Costa  Rica  Government  provides  for  a 
new  term  of  nine  months  (or  until  June  4, 
1946)  for  the  registration  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities,  toilet  preparations  cosmetics, 
hygienic  products,  foods  containing  medi- 
cinal substances,  insecticides,  and  disin- 
fectants. The  College  of  Pharmacists  is 
authorised  to  collect  a  fee  of  10  colones  for 
each  registration  certificate  issued  by  the 
Office  of  Registration  of  Pharmaceutical 
Specialities,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for 
installing  and  maintaining  a  laboratory  for 
the  analysis  of  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions. Imported  articles  that  have  not  been 
duly  registered  with  the  Office  of  Registra- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Specialities  before 
the  expiration  of  the  nine-month  period 
are  not  permitted  to  be  removed  from  the 


custom  house  of  the  Republic  or  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parcel  Post.  Similar  products  of 
domestic  origin  are  confiscated  by  the 
prosecutor  of  the  College  of  Pharmacists  in 
cases  of  non-compliance  with  the  registra- 
tion requirements.  Medical  prescriptions 
for  codeine  and  its  salts  are  exempted  from 
the  requirements  when  the  total  dosage 
does  not  exceed  50  centigm.  Prescriptions 
for  other  sedative  drugs  are  not  exempted. 

Cachou  Wine  Production. — A  message 
from  Rio  de  Janeiro  states  that  production 
of  cachou  wine  in  the  Pernambuco  reaches 
51,500,000  pints  annually  and  provides  a 
new  industry  which  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly important.  One  c.c.  of  cachou  wine  is 
claimed  to  contain  2  mgm.  of  vitamin  C, 
according  to  the  State  Hygiene  Institute  at 
Sao  Paulo.  The  cachou  fruit  was  originally 
discovered  by  the  Indians  and  was  called 
"acajou  "  or  "  yellow  fruit." 

Goyaz  Babassu  Nuts. — The  Government 
of  the  State  of  Goyaz  is  installing  in  some 
cities  of  the  north  of  that  State  small  mills 
for  the  industrialisation  of  the  babassu  nut, 
which  is  a  latent  source  of  wealth  of  Central 
Brazil  and  which  is  destined  to  have  great 
influence  in  the  balance  of  its  exports.  It 
is  understood  that  an  appropriation  of 
Cr.  1,000,000  will  be  earmarked  at  the  next 
budget  for  application  exclusively  to  the 
installation  of  the  industry.  Millions  of 
babassu  nut  trees  in  Goyaz,  from  the 
extreme  north — Tocantinopolis — to  the  ex- 
treme south — -Cataloa — occupy  an  area  of 
not  less  than  2,400  kilometres.  Further, 
according  to  official  exports,  the  State  of 
Piauh}^  alone  possesses  about  500,000,000 
babassu  trees  and  in  the  State  of  Maranhao 
there  is  an  area  of  78,000  square  kilometres 
with  babassu  trees.  Its  exploitation  and 
industrialisation,  however,  are  on  a  small 
scale,  compared  to  the  immense  possi- 
bilities which  its  use  presents.  A  great 
number  of  products  is  extracted  from  the 
nut ;  for  example,  glycerin,  charcoal,  tar, 
acetic  acid,  alcohol,  oil,  butter  oil  and  cake 
for  animal  feeding.  As  a  fuel,  the  oil  replaces 
mineral  oil.  In  Brazilian  trade  circles  it  is 
believed  that  the  time  is  not  far  off  when 
they  will  be  able  to  supply  the  American 
continent  with  oil  products  superior  to  those 
extracted  from  Phillipinos  palm  trees. 
Meanwhile,  it  is  reported  that  vegetable  oil 
shipments  from  Brazil  during  1945  may  be 
twice  as  large  as  during  1944,  if  the  current 
rate  of  shipments  abroad  continues  during 
the  rest  of  the  present  year. 
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THE  MARKETS  IN  VICTORY  YEAR 


At  no  previous  period  in  their  long  history 
have  the  London  drug  and  chemical  markets 
taken  greater  shocks  than  during  the  six 
years  of  war — happily  brought  to  a  success- 
ful conclusion  during  1945.  Although  quiet 
during  most  of  the  war  years  the  markets 
have  by  no  means  been  idle,  and  it  can  be 
recorded  with  satisfaction  that  the  organ- 
isation has  stood  up  magnificently  to  the 
severe  tests  of  war.  A  readiness  to  co- 
operate to  the  best  of  their  ability  to  ensure 
a  fair  distribution  of  goods  has  character- 
ised the  conduct  of  merchants  during  the 
difficult  years,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  service  to  the  community  will  not  be 
forgotten.  During  the  whole  of  the  period 
of  hostilities,  the  London  markets  were 
situated  at  the  centre  of  the  principal  target 
for  enemy  action  and,  although  much 
damage  was  done  in  a  physical  sense,  the 
spirit  of  "business  as  usual"  prevailed  on 
all  occasions.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that 
the  end  of  the  war  will  bring  speedy  re- 
habilitation, but  the  recovery  of  business, 
if  somewhat  slow,  will  be  sure.  Already  a 
much  more  cheerful  tone  is  in  evidence  and, 
given  adequate  facilities  for  conducting 
business,  there  is  no  reason  why  London 
should  not  quickly  regain  a  position  of 
pre-eminence  as  a  drug  supply  centre  of 
the  world. 

No  Lack  of  Inquiries 

In  a  review  of  the  markets  during  1944 
(C.  D.,  December  30,  1944,  P-  49^)  it 
was  stated  that  "The  hopeful  outlook  .  .  . 
is  reflected  in  the  growing  number  of 
inquiries  for  commodities  evidently  required 
for  post-war  home  and  export  trade." 
During  1945  there  has  been  no  lack  of  in- 
quiries, but  it  has  not  always  been  possible 
to  meet  requests  for  goods,  either  for  home 
consumption  or  for  the  export  trade.  Stocks 
of  crude  drugs,  in  particular,  are  in  a  number 
of  instances  still  severely  depleted,  and  it 
will  take  a  considerable  time  to  replenish 
the  markets.  Produce  from  the  Far  East 
cannot  be  expected  to  become  available  in 
any  quantity  until  conditions  in  that  area 
reach  a  greater  degree  of  stability,  although 
there  is  some  evidence  of  activity  in  the 
Chinese  ports.  The  year  under  review 
marked  the  start  of  a  strenuous  effort  to 
regain  for  this  country  the  word-wide 
export  markets  lost  during  the  war,  and  in 
this  connexion  the  drug  trade  is  expected 
to  play  a  major  part.  Up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  business  in  this  direction  had  not  been 
easy,  or  in  any  great  quantity,  but,  given 


improved  shipping  and  supply  conditions, 
the  prospects  of  increased  trade  are  good. 

Stability  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 

If  it  became  necessary  to  select  one  word 
to  describe  the  pharmaceutical  chemicals 
industry  during  the  war  that  word  would  be 
"stability."  While  it  is  true  that  prices  of 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  have  experienced 
advances  during  the  past  six  years,  the 
general  rise  bears  no  relation  to  the  steep 
advances  seen  in  some  other  commodities. 
In  the  face  of  rising  costs  makers  of  phar- 
maceutical chemicals  have  been  able  to 
maintain  a  remarkably  stable  price  range, 
and  in  this  connexion  have  played  no  small 
part  in  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
war.  Distribution  of  these  products  has 
been  carried  out  on  an  equitable  basis. 

Small  Price  Movements 

The  first  change  in  prices  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  during  the  year  under 
review  occurred  early  in  January  when 
bismuth  subgallate,  as  a  consequence  of 
the  higher  figure  ruling  for  raw  material, 
was  advanced  by  sixpence  per  lb.  During 
February,  iron  and  ammonium  citrate  was 
increased  by  twopence  per  lb.,  but  prices 
of  potassium  permanganate,  both  official 
and  technical,  were  slightly  reduced.  At 
the  end  of  March  an  advance  of  threepence 
per  lb.  was  announced  for  potassium  citrate, 
and  at  about  the  same  time  borax  and  boric 
acid  were  substantially  reduced,  the  first 
price  movement  in  these  items  for  a  year. 
A  further  substantial  price  reduction,  this 
time  in  santonin,  occurred  a  week  later  when 
the  rate  was  lowered  by  £20  per  kilo. 
Aspirin,  sodium  salicylate  and  salicylic 
acid  advanced  by  one  penny  per  lb.  at  the 
end  of  April,  but  even  with  this  small 
alteration  prices  of  these  items  compared 
favourably  with  the  rates  ruling  before  the 
war.  A  similar  small  increase  in  aspirin 
tablets  brought  that  product  into  line  with 
the  advance  in  salicylates.  Early  in  June 
British  importers  of  emetine  announced 
that  they  had  advanced  their  prices  for 
that  alkaloid,  following  increased  costs  at 
the  source.  A  general  rise  in  basic  materials 
(benzol,  toluol  and  xylene)  occurred  during 
the  following  week.  Price  changes  during 
July  affected  pulv.  bismuth,  co.,  N.F.,  and 
caffeine,  both  of  which  were  advanced. 
August,  usually  a  featureless  month  in  the 
markets,  produced  no  changes,  while  in 
September,  nicotinic  acid  and  nicotinamide 
were  both  reduced,   and  iodides  slightly 
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advanced  as  a  result  of  a  rise  in  manufac- 
turing costs.  A  sharp  drop  in  mercury  was 
announced  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply, 
followed  by  substantial-  decreases  in  the 
prices  of  mercurials  and  vermilion.  In 
October,  makers  of  bromides  announced 
an  advance  in  price,  the  first  change  in  the 
price  position  since  1943.  In  the  same 
month  the  Minister  of  Food  made  an  Order 
reducing  the  maximum  prices  of  tartaric 
acid  and  cream  of  tartar.  Chloral  hydrate 
rose  slightly  early  in  September,  and  later 
in  the  same  month  bismuth  salts  advanced 
by  sixpence  per  lb.  The  only  remaining 
change  was  an  increase  in  vanillin.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  a  considerable  number 
of  minor  alterations  to  makers'  schedules 
were  published,  due  to  the  incorporation 
of  new  packaging  charges. 

Improving  Business  in  Crude  Drugs 

In  the  crude  drugs  markets  the  year 
opened  on  the  quiet  note  that  had  charac- 
terised this  section  for  some  considerable 
time.  During  the  war  years  the  main  pre- 
occupation of  these  markets  was  to  main- 
tain a  regular  if  small  supply  of  essential 
goods  from  stocks  that  were  seldom  replen- 
ished owing  to  war  conditions.  In  some 
instances  supplies  of  important  crude  drugs 
reached  the  vanishing  point  while  in  others 
stocks  were  reduced  to  the  barest  minimum. 
On  the  whole,  however,  merchants  managed 
to  keep  their  regular  customers  fairly  well 
supplied  with  sufficient  material  to  main- 
tain their  products  on  the  market,  but  there 
was  little  to  spare  for  general  business. 
During  the  year  a  fair  number  of  import 
licences  were  recommended  to  the  Direc- 
torate of  Medical  Supplies  by  the  Botanical 
Drug  Importers'  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  basis  of 
previous  imports.  Recommendations  for 
the  importation  of  the  following  crude 
drugs  have  been  made  during  the  year : —

Crude  Drugs  Price  Movements 

Price  changes  in  the  Crude  drugs  market 
have  not  been  on  a  large  scale  during  the 
year  under  review,  and  the  sharp  upward 
swing  which  characterised  previous  war 
years  has  been  entirely  absent  during  1945. 
An  examination  of  the  current  rates  with 
those  ruling  at  the  end  of  1944  shows  that 
while  some  items  are  higher,  the  increases 


are  without  significance.  Some  comparative

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  much  more 
cheerful  tone  was  evident  in  the  crude  drugs 
markets  with  better  business  reported  all 
round,  especially  for  export.  Near  Con- 
tinental countries  were  keen  buyers,  but  it 
was  not  always  possible  to  supply  the  goods 
required  owing  to  lack  of  stocks  on  the  home 
market.  The  controlling  factor  in  this  situa- 
tion is  principally  one  of  time — markets  are 
short  following  a  long  wax  and  cannot  be 
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Ixpected  to  meet  the  sudden  demands  of 
eace-time  industry.  The  first  few  months 
f  1946,  however,  should  see  a  quicker 
sturn  to  normal  conditions,  with  better 
upplies,  improved  shipping  facilities  and 
icreased  trade. 

'  Few  official  pronouncements  affecting  the 
rude  drugs  markets  have  been  made 
uring  the  year.  During  February  an 
)rder  was  issued  freeing  antimony  from 
ontrol  so  that  the  metal  and  its  salts  could 
e  bought  or  sold  without  a  licence.  In  the 
ime  month  the  Ministry  of  Food  announced 
tiat  it  would  cease  to  be  the  sole  importer  of 
oney.  In  April  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
ecided  to  reduce  the  selling  price  of  arsenic 
nd  in  May  to  modify  the  control  of  theo- 
romine  and  salts.  Important  relaxations 
1  the  restrictions  in  exports  were  announced 
1  September,  while  in  November  it  was 
nnounced  that  applications  for  import 
Icences  would  be  considered  without  limi- 
lition  as  to  quantity  for  a  number  of 
Inportant  crude  drugs. 

■rugs  in  Short  Supply 

I  Among  the  crude  drugs  regularly  quoted 
luring  pre-war  years  several  have  dis- 
Ippeared  almost  entirely  from  the  markets, 
fepanese  agar,  for  example,  is  no  longer 
luoted,  as  the  price  of  any  available  supplies 
|fe,s  been  fixed  by  Government  Order  for 
feme  considerable  time.  The  future  of  this 
mpanese  monopoly  is  at  present  obscure; 
le  product  is  an  essential  one  for  the  pre- 
aration  of  culture  media  but  it  is  likely 
lat  alternative  sources  of  supply,  developed 
uring  the  war,  will  be  used  for  this  purpose, 
he  position  of  benzcin  is  not  an  easy  one. 
sers  of  this  product  would  be  keen  buyers 
t  the  present  time  but  the  market  is  bare 
f  supplies.    Conditions  at  the  source  are 
ir  from  stable  and  a  good  deal  of  delay  is 
kely  to  be  experienced  in  obtaining  future 
Dnsignments.  The  position  of  menthol  has 
icently  been  considerably  eased  by  the 
nportation  of  the  drug  from  Brazil,  but  it  is 
nlikely  that  this  source  will  be  able  to 
^mpete  to  any  serious  extent  in  normal 
mes  with  the  Far  Eastern  product.  Prices 
jcently  paid  for  the  South  American  pro- 
uct  are  likely  to  briag  down  the  spot  price 
y  about  one-half  in  the  near  future. 
Ihubarb  is  urgently  wanted  but  it  has 
roved  impossible  to  locate  any  supplies  on 
ae  spot.  Stocks  of  this  drug  were  sufficient 
the  beginning  of  the  war  to  carry  users 
er  for  some  years  but,  lacking  repl^nish- 
ent,  these  supplies  have  now  become 
hausted.  The  interruption  occasioned  by 
e  waT  years  has  caused  a  break  in  quota- 


tions of  a  great  many  crude  drugs  pre- 
viously familiar  to  chemists,  including  such 
items  as  aconite,  alkanet,  arnica,  calumba, 
canella,  chamomile,  cinchona,  colchicum. 
cube,  damiana,  dandelion,  dragon's  blood, 
ephedra,  gentian,  henna,  jaborandi,  laven- 
der and  lobelia,  to  mention  only  a  few,  and 
it  is  quite  likely  that  some  of  these  articles 
will  disappear  altogether  from  the  materia 
medica. 

Essential  Oils  Distribution 

The  official  scheme  for  the  distribution  of 
essential  oils,  introduced  during  the  course 
of  the  war,  marked  a  novel  step  in  the 
marketing  of  these  articles.  With  few 
exceptions  essential  oils  are  imported,  and 
in  times  of  war  the  problems  engendered  by 
scarcity  are  prone  to  be  acute.  Steep  rises 
in  prices  are  almost  inevitable  as  the  demand 
greatly  exceeds  the  supply,  and  the  ordinary 
user  may  be  left  behind  in  the  competition 
for  the  meagre  stocks  available.  The  scheme 
operated  jointly  by  the  essential  oils  trade 
and  the  Ministry  of  Food  ensured  reasonably 
steady  prices,  fair  distribution  of  supplies 
and  the  retention  of  the  normal  channels  of 
trade.  During  the  year  under  review  very 
few  changes  occurred  in  the  prices  officially 
quoted  under  the  scheme.  Circulars  issued 
from  time  to  time  on  the  working  of  the 
arrangement  have  been  published  in  the 
C.  6-  D.  Some  idea  of  the  prices  likely  to  be 
reached  by  essential  oils  in  the  absence  of 
control  may  be  gained  from  a  study  of  the 
few  oils  remaining  outside  the  scheme. 
Anise  (star)  and  peppermint  are  good 
examples,  the  former  reaching  155s.  per  lb. 
and  the  latter  182s.  per  lb.  during  the  war. 
In  the  absence  of  replenishments,  however, 
the  quantities  of  unofficial  oils  available  to 
users  became  negligible.  English-distilled 
oils,  such  as  clove  and  nutmeg,  have  con- 
tinued to  meet  the  requirements  of  users. 
Most  of  the  fixed  oils  have  remained  under 
control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  during  the 
year  and  price  changes  have  been  announced 
from  time  to  time. 

U.S.  Drug  Market  Reports 

During  the  year  it  became  practicable  to 
include  in  the  C.  &>  D.  Trade  Report 
particulars  of  conditions  on  the  United 
States  markets  concerned  with  chemicals, 
drugs  and  essential  oils,  and  from  indications 
received  from  the  trade,  it  is  evident  that 
this  feature  serves  a  useful  purpose.  It  is 
hoped  in  the  future  to  develop  the  idea  of 
providing  information  on  market  subjects 
from  outside  sources,  with  a  visw  to  keeping 
the  trade  inform,ed  of  developments  abroad , 
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Spot  quotations  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  represent  th«||ione 
prices  for  wholesale  quantities  of  standard  quality.   C.i.f.  quotations  do  not  include  excep' 
tional  marine  risk  insurance  and  other  abnormal  charges  payable  under  present  condition

Labelling  a  Hair  Lotion. — M.  H.  M.— In 

marketing  as  a  prepacked  preparation 
a  hair  lotion  containing  chloral  hydrate, 
it  is  essential  to  use  a  poison  bottle,  and 
the  label  must  include  the  following 
details — 

(1)  Title  of  product  (e.g.,  "Hair  lotion"). 

(2)  Poisonous  content  (e.g.,  "  Contains 
chloral  hydrate,  5  gr.  per  fl.  oz."). 

(3)  The  word  "Poison"  in  separate 
ruled  "box." 

(4)  The  words  "For  external  use  only." 
Chloral  hydrate  is  a  Part  I  poison  and 

the  product  is  therefore  only  to  be  sold  to 
the  public  through  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons,  i.e.,  pharmacists. 

Mercerisation. —  F.  T. — The  process  of 
mercerisation  takes  its  name  from  John 
Mercer  who,  in  1844,  discovered  the  effect 
of  the  caustic  alkalis  on  cotton  fibre.  In 
contact  with  concentrated  caustic  soda 
solution,  the  -OH  groups  in  the  cellulose 
structure  function  as  acids,  forming  a  salt 
that  is  referred  to  as  soda  cellulose.  On 
washing  with  water  the  compound  becomes 
completely  hydrolysed  and  the  cellulose 
regenerated,  but  in  the  process  the  cotton 
fibre  has  become  wider,  shorter,  and  in- 
creased in  volume,  without  losing  its 
physical  cohesion.  Not  until  fifty  or  sixty 
years  after  the  discovery  were  its  technical 
possibilities  utilised  in  the  preparation  of 
cotton  clothing  materials. 

Advice  on  Thermometer  Reading. — 5.  M. 

— Customers  frequently  experience  trouble 
in  reading  a  clinical  thermometer.  The  best 
advice  to  give  is  for  the  user  to  stand  with 
his  back  to  the  light,  holding  the  ther- 
mometer horizontally  about  12  in.  from  the 
eyes,  with  the  thumb  and  forefinger  holding 
the  thermometer  at  the  opposite  end  from 
the  bulb.  The  instrument  is  then  slowly 
rotated  until  both  numerals  and  gradua- 
tions are  equally  in  view.  Between  them 
the  mercury  column  is  then  visible.  Al- 
though thermometers  are  sold  as  "  i-min." 
and  "  |-min.,"  '  many  users  recommend 
leaving  the  thermometer  in  the  mouth  for 
a  much  longer  period,  even  up  to  three 
minutes.  The  average  normal  oral  tempera- 
ture is  98-6°  F.,  but  variations  of  as  much  as 
1°  above  or  below  this  figure  may  appear  in 
normal  healthy  persons,  while  other  varia- 
tions occur  according  to  the  time  of  day. 
For  comparison  purposes  it  is  advisable  to 
take  a  series  of  readings  at  intervals.

BARIUM  POISONING 

A  WRITER  in  the  "Lancet"  (Decembe: 
8,  p.  738)  gives  an  account  of  a  seven 
outbreak   of   barium    carbonate  poison' 
ing  amongst  soldiers  of    the  Persia-Ira 
command.  Eighty-five  N.C.O.'s  and  privat 
were  attacked,  but  fortunately  there  we 
no  deaths  and  recovery  was  rapid.  A  sac 
containing  4  lb.  barium  carbonate  at  thi 
supply  depot,  which  was  intended  for  u 
as  a  rat  poison,  had  been  placed  in  error  ; 
the  flour  store,  filled  up  with  flour,  an 
issued  to  the  unit.  The  flour  was  used  foj 
making  pastry.   The  first  symptoms  wen 
vomiting  and  diarrhoea,  followed  by  tinglin 
sensations  of  the  face  and  neck.   Two  oi 
three  hours  after  the  onset  the  tingling 
the  face  and  neck  disappeared,  and  w 
replaced  by  tingling  in  the  hands  and  fee 
with  loss  of  tendon  reflexes,  muscle  paralysi 
and  disordered  action  of  the  heart.  Cardi; 
rhythm  usually  returned  to  normal  in  twi 
to  three  hours.    General  muscle  paralysij 
set  in  on  the  second  day  of  the  illness  am 
lasted  for  another  twenty-four  hours,  bu 
by  the  fourth  day  all  affected  muscles  ha( 
regained  their  full  power.  Diagnosis 
poisoning  by  barium  carbonate  is  onl 
possible  after  its  discovery  in  food.   In  a] 
cases   of   suspected   poisoning   a  routin 
systematic  analysis  of  specimens  should  b 
undertaken  when  searching  for  an  unknow: 
poison,  as  delay  involves  danger.
